OHRISTIANS IN THE LEVANT. 


Up to a few years ago France was the 
acknowledged protector of all the Roman 
Catholics of European nationality in the Near 
East, and the French Embassy was that to 
which missionaries of all nations turned when 
there any dispute with, or complaint 
against, Turkey. But during the last few years, 
owing to the disputes with the Vatican, France 
has been losing that protectorate, and the 
Italian monks and missivnaries have been 
transferring their interests to the protection of 
Italy. The Salesians began it towards the end 
of 1904, and then the Pere Conventuels, or 
Cordeliers, in Turkey, who are nowadays all 
Italians, followed their example. Towards the 
end of 1905 an agreement was come to between 
France and Italy by which those religious 
establishments which desired it were enabled to 
place themselves under the protection of Italy 
on due notice being given to France There 
are two reasuns for this state of things. The 
tirst is political, and has to do with the Franco- 
Italian understanding. Formerly there was 
intense rivalry between France and Italy in 
the Levant, but when France desired a better 
understanding with her neighbour, she gave 
way in this matter, and it should be noted that 
most of the transfers just registered are in 
Tripoli, which is within the Italian sphere of 
influence, The second redson is religious, and 
relates to the separation of Church and State in 
France, and more especially to the suppresrion 
of the French Embassy at the Vatican, which 
makes it very difficult fo: France to exercise 
her protectorate, This cannot well be exercised 
without the concurrence of Rome, which
